W allington, April 28.- Secretary of 
State Bryan announced that arrange­ 
ments had been completed to permit 
all Americans in Mexico City to leave 
there. 
Seven hundred American men and 
women are preparing to go, compris­ 
ing the last remnants of the Americ an 
colony. 
The announcement followed a con­ 
ference with President Wilson and re­ 
lieved to a great extent the fear that 
Huerta would hold many Americans 
In his capital and elsewhere as hos­ 
tages to prevent an attack on Mexico 
City or other offensive operations by 
the Americans. 
Tile first result of tills change in 
attitude was the arrival of 180 Ameri­ 
can refugees from Mexico City at Vera 
Cruz. Two hundred and seventy Mex­ 
icans left Vera Cruz for Mexico City. 
An official dispatch from Admiral 
Badger to the navy departm ent de 
d ared that the authorities In Mexico 
City had agreed to provide transpor­ 
tation for all Americans from Mexico 
City as far as Soledad, the Mexican 
controlled end of the railroad to Vera 
Cruz. The sui cess of negotiation-; in 
this connection was highly gratifying 
to the president and Se' retary Bryan, 
who have been especially concerned 
oxer the detention of Americans by 
Huerta. 
Secretary Bryan said that. so far 
as authentic information was concern* 
ed, he knew of no American citizen 
having been killed in Mexico City or
